Paris, Paper Tells of Accept¬ 
ance of President Wilson’s 
Principles 


Full Tally of Plebiscite Not Published Yet, But Incom 
plete Reports Show Majority Are Against Contiftu 
ance With Germany 


Representatives of Nations Meet in Picture Gallery of 
St. James’ Palace—Further Sessions Will Be Held 
Tomorrow 


Berlin To Publish List 
of Men Allies Demanding 


At Meeting in French Foreign 
Minister's Office Novem¬ 
ber 3, 1918 


London, Feb. 11.—The Council of the League of Nations met 
to-day in the historic picture gallery of St. James Palace, which 
was built by Henry VIII. A large table was placed for the accom¬ 
modation of the members of the Council, before whom Louis Bour¬ 
geois, the French delegate, delivered the opening address. 

The remainder of the gallery was apportioned for the 160 in¬ 
vited guests, including all the Ambassadors and Ministers of the 
Allied, Associated and neutral powers, other distinguished men 
and the press. 

The opening meeting at noon was of a more or less formal 
nature, to deal with the programme of the proceedings of the sub¬ 
sequent meetings, which will occupy Thursday as well as to-day,

Paris, Feb. 11.—How the Allies ac¬ 
cepted President Wilson's fourteen 
points in connection with the armis¬ 
tice negotiations was revealed for 
the first time by The Echo de Paris I 
yesterday. It was at a meeting In the I 
office of Stephen Pichon.vjforelgn 
Minister of France, on November’ 3, 
1918. Previous meetings at Ver¬ 
sailles had fixed the military condl- i 
tion of an eventual armistice and tne 
Government conferees had met for 
final deliberation. 

Mr. Lloyd George,* the British 
Prime Minister, The Echo de Pans 
says, turned to Colonel House and 
declared: 

"If we have thoroughly understood 
President Wilson's thought, the 
armistice negotiations which the 
American Government is disposed to 
open with German^ in concert with 
the Allied Powers are subordinated 
by the acceptance by the said powers 
of the principles and conditions of 
peace defined by the President on 
January 8 and in his subsequent | 
speeches. In a word we must give j 
jpur assent to the fourteen points.” 

Colonel House is reported to have 
answered that was so. 

Had Not Read Them.

"As for the fourteen points, I have 
not read them yet. Let me know 
what they are."

London, Feb. 11. — Welcoming the 
members of* the.

Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, represent¬ 
ing Great Britain, said there was 
only one blot on the meeting, and 
that was that there were eight na¬ 
tions represented instead of nine. He 
said it was not desirable to touen 
on the absence of the United States, 
but he referred to it marring tne 
symmetry of the original plan. 

M. Bourgeois, of France, in reply, 
added a word of regret that the na¬ 
tions represented were only eight in 
number. 

Not Unless Instructed.

New York. Feb. 11.—Stocks dropped 
two to eight points in the local 
market this morning as the result of 
further heavy liquidation. Brokers 
and commission houses reported 
heavy selling from interior centres. 
Heavy enforced selling for account 
of traders who were unable to meet 
demands on impaired margins also 
was noted. 

Opening prices were only moder¬ 
ately lower, but the reaction be¬ 
came general before the end of the 
PTirst hour. Developments which us¬ 
ually govern the price of stocks, as 
money rates and foreign exchange, 
apparently ceased to have any di¬ 
rect influence, although prices ral¬ 
lied somewhat before noon when 
call money opened at 8 per cent. 

Abated. 

Selling pressure abated at mid¬ 
day, largely as a result of a drop in 
call loans to 6 per cent. 

The short Interests covered and 
many losses of the morning were 
made up. In a few cases net gains 
over yesterday were made. Rallies 
were forced again in the final deal¬ 
ings when tho shorts resumed their 
selling operations.

“Tax on Laziness.” 

Rome, Feb. 11. — All able-bodied 
cltlaena of Italy between the ages of 
twenty and sixty-five would be re¬ 
quired to work , by the provisions or 
a bill Introduced in Parliament by 
Giovanni Lombardi, an Independent 
Socialist Deputy, who calls the 
measure a "tax on laziness." Per¬ 
sons able, to work but idle, would be 
subjected to heavy levies under the 
provisions of the bill. 

Money acquired for this souroe 
would be used to maintain those un¬ 
able to work and keep up agricultural 
colonies to which able-bodied persons 
failing to work would be sent.

French Deputies Commend 
Great Efforts of Republic's 
War President 


Incomplete returns received dur¬ 
ing the first two days of the drive 
show that the Anglican churches of 
the Island up to last night had col¬ 
lected about $30,000, or approximate¬ 
ly forty per cent, of their $85,000 
Forward Movement quota.

American* Tobacco Growers 
Would Aid France; Ask 
Tobacco Monopoly 


London, Feb. 11.—"I have no fear 
of by-elections—no, ilor of a general 
election," said Mr. Lloyd George 
during the course of his speech in 
the House of Commons yesterday. 

"I have no fear, but I am afraid of 
growing controversial," he added as 
an afterthought. This drew a big 
burst of applause. 

Eveti Mr. Adamson, the Labor 
Leader, and Sir Donald Maclean, the 
Liberal Leader, were moved to 
laughter at some of the Prime Min¬ 
ister's thrusts at themselves. Mr. 
Lloyd George got his first blow in 
concerning Sir Donald Maclean’s 
reference to the by-elections. 

"So far as the right honorable 
gentleman's section is concerned," 
declared the Prime Minister, "they 
have been forced into third place 
and he should have therefore left It 
for his Labor neighbor to have men<- 
tloned the matter." 

No Fear. 

. The Prime Minister proceeded to 
say he had no fear of the judgment 
of the British jury when they had 
the real record of the Government. 
He'’drew another buret of laughter 
and applause when, in indicating 
that members of the Government 
had no time for party conflict, he 
said: "That is temporary, though." 

"Our time will come," continued 
the Prime Minister. "I am longing 
for it, and you say nothing is being 
done. If the men who say that only 
took the troqble to attend the House 
of Commons they would know more 
of what is really being done." 

Ireland. 

Mr. Lloyd George described Mr. 
Adamson’s pleasant fortnight in Ire¬ 
land, and made reference to the re¬ 
cent visit there of the Labor Leader 
and his colleagues. "Are we to 
withdraw our troops and leave as¬ 
sassins In charge?" dramatically 
asked the Premier.

American Consul General 
Shows Recovery of Ant¬ 
werp's Maritime Fame 


Had Spent Hundreds of Dollars 
Without Benefit; Like New 
Woman, Now 


New York, Feb. 11.—Harry H. 
Morgan, United States High Com¬ 
missioner and Consul General to Bel¬ 
gium. who has returned after several, 
months abroad, is most optimistic a* 
to the future of the little country 
that was so completely war-ridden.

“Until they are assured,” said the 
Prime Minister, "that the Bolshevik!

ARE THREATENED 


Navy League Meeting To¬ 
morrow Has Chance to Save 
Its Buildings 


The critical situation of the two 
institutions for sailors and auxiliary 
occupations in this district will be 
laid plainly before the adjourned 
annual meeting of the Victoria 
branch of the Navy League of Can¬ 
ada, at 418 Belmont Mouse to-mor¬ 
row at 8.15 o’clock. 

The existence of the Connaught 
Seamen's Institute, and the Sailors' 
Club, Esquimalt, and the upkeep of 
the Boys’ Naval Brigade will be 
placed fully before the gathering, 
which It is hoped will be ready to 
face the situation. % 

Discussing the matter this morn¬ 
ing H. T. Ravenhill, Chairman of the 
Vlctbfia Branch, said in part: 

Reaction After War. 

“The response to the appeal for 
funds has been remarkably inade¬ 
quate, and under the circumstances 
It is essential that the members 
should come and face the ^situation. 
We are the first people in Victoria 
to feel the reaction from war phil¬ 
anthropy- Last October, when I 
came back from Ottawa, I noticed 
the change. Only in September at 
the public meeting the figures for 
the annual cost of maintenance were 
stated; they provoked no surprised 
nor criticism, yet soon afterwards a 
marked difference in the atmosphere 
could be noted. 

•It seems impossible to arouse the 
people to Becure local funds to carry 
on a local work. It would not be 
difficult to raise a loan, as has been 
done on the Mainland from our 
eastern supporters, but that in my 
judgment is a mistake. We should 
not expect the eastern branches to 
carry the institutions of the Navy 
league tn Victoria. Surely the re¬ 
sponsibility should be accepted here.

The response to the envelope col¬ 
lection has been most unsatisfactory. 
Envelopes returned from two high 
cflsrin residential districts tn the city 
yesterday showed them for the 
greater part sealed up—with nothing 
within.

Labor Agent Answers His 
Question on the Order 
Paper 


Friday morning at ten o’clock has 
been fixed as the date when a dele¬ 
gation representing the people of 
Victoria will meet Hon. J. p. Mac¬ 
lean. Minister of Education, to ask 
for the restoration of the two-year 
college course enjoyed at the local 
High School under the regitrte of Mc¬ 
Gill University before the B.C. Uni¬ 
versity came Into existence. 

The delegation will Include mem¬ 
bers of the School Board and repre¬ 
sentatives of all well-known public 
organizations which have taken an 
active interest in the question of af¬ 
filiation with the B.C. University. 
The delegation will lay before the 
Minister a resolution passed at a re¬ 
cent meeting of representatives of J 
these organizations asking the Gov- 
ernment to force the British Columbia 
University to allow the re-establish¬ 
ment of the two-year course at the 
‘High School on reasonable terms, or 
to allow affiliation between the High 
School and some university outside 
the Province 

It will be pointed out to the Min¬ 
ister that Victoria has no desire to 
break with the British Columbia Uni¬ 
versity. but wishes to see that Insti¬ 
tution expand and become a college 
of which the Province may well be 
proud: that affiliation between the 
High School and the University, by 
encouraging the students to continue 
their studies in Vancouver instead of 
outside the Province as many of 
them do at present, would help to 
build up the University: that the 
establishment of the two-year course, 
therefore. Instead of being a blow to 
the University, as some people ap¬ 
pear to think, would. In reality, be 
of the utmost advantage to It; that 
under present conditions Victoria Is 
being deprived of the advantages it 
enjoyed before the British Columbia 
University, which it is helping to 
support, came into existence, and 
finally that the two-year course 
could be re-established at a much 
lower cost than the estimate proposed 
by President Kilnck of the University. 

In order that the course may be 
established this year the School Board 
probably will provide an estimate to 
cover the expense involved, and to 
be spent subject to the success of the 
present negotiations. This matter 
will receive attention at the Board 
meeting to-night, or at an adjourned 
meeting.

"loyal" adherents, and the insurgents. 
President Comiskey of the Chicago 
club, Frazes of Boston und Ruppert 
of New York, werd accepted. Presi¬ 
dent Johnson found his authority as 
league executive altered so far as 
major disciplinary actions were con¬ 
cerned, an arbitration board — re¬ 
viewing committee of two members 
being appointed to investigate all 
punishments ordered in excess of 
ten-day suspension and $100 fines. 
On the other hand it. was agreed to

Other points In the settlement of 
the suit which at times threatened 
serious consequences for the league's 
future Included reinstatement or 
Pitcher Carl Mays, of the New r York 
club, whose purchase from the Boston 
Red Sox last Summer started the 
trouble; to award third place to tne 
American League race to New York, 
and to appoint a commission on 
arbitration to hold office for two 
years. 

Colonel Jacob Ruppert, of New 
York, and Clark Griffith, of Waan- 
ington were appointed on the arbi¬ 
tration board which also will act us 
a reviewing committee. In case the 
board is unable to agree It was de¬ 
cided to submit the dispute question 
to a federal Judge in Chicago. 

The National League owners, at a 
peaceful session, adopted a schedule 
Of 164 games for the 1920 season and 
accepted new rules formulated at a 
meeting of the Joint rules’commlttee 
of the two major leagues, a meeting 
of the National Association of MJnor 
Leagues, drafted legislation to be 
presented at the Joint meeting or 
minor leagues, which was expected 
to be held late to-day.

SCORES BIG TRIUMPH 


M. Mirovitsch in Wonderful 
Programme abEmpress 
1 ast Night 


From time to time Victoria has 
been favor#d with visits from artists 
in the musical world—artists who 
have flashed mefteor-like across the 
local Armament and then gone, leav¬ 
ing behind them a scintillating meiri- 
ory. Rut it is ^pubtful if any have 
created greater admiration and en¬ 
thusiasm than M. Alfred Mirovitsch, 
the Russian pianist who charmed a 
large and representative audience 
last night at the Empress Hotel. Im¬ 
bued with all the fire of his race-and 
with a dominating personality, his 
playing revealed that temperament 
and genius which is the prerogative 
of the really great artist. Depending 
on no extraneous effects to enhance 
the appeal of his art, he brought to 
his playing an originality of Interpre¬ 
tation, a musician’s sense of -values, 
and a comprehensive equipment. 

Chopin figured largely on the pro¬ 
gramme, two out of the six groups 
representing the works of this com¬ 
poser. The most Imposing, perhaps, 
was the Sonata In B Flat Minor. 
Stately, yet impassioned In Its open¬ 
ing, the succeeding movements took 
on a regularly accelerated tempo, cul¬ 
minating in the majestic chords of 
the Funeral March with , its wonder¬ 
ful theme ofi uhdylng hope. Velvety 
smoothness and clarity of tone, with 
strong rhythm, marked the Polonaise 
In E Flat Minor, while a fairy-like 
touch made of the two Chopin 
waltzes gems of rippling melody. The 
beautifully meditative and melodious 
Nocturne in F Sharp Major so ap¬ 
pealed to the audience that the pian¬ 
ist, in response to numerous recalls, 
repeated it.
